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WEEKL \ REVIEW 

The past week has shown a good 
trade generally, not speculative but for 
legitimate wants. The heaviest fall of 
snow this winter fell last night, and 
this may have the effect of checking 
trade for a few days, as it will make the 
mooving of goods more difficult. In 
oils, Petroleum has been higher, but is 
off again; linseed and cotton seed are 
firmer; lard steady ; olive and cocoanut 
weak and tending downward. In paints 
the jobbing trade is very large and many 
domestic articles are sold ahead, some 
ew imported articles are in large stock 


and easy. In drugs, opium is higher, 
having been active last week; 
morphia higher, in sympathy with 


opium ; citric acid higher and quinine 
strong. In the heavy chemicals, ash and 
caustic are firm, and all the others tend 
upward ; blue vitriol is higher; white 
sugar of lead, easy. In dyestuffs there 
is no great activity in large lots; the 
only change to note isa decline in the 
price of Scotch bichrome. Our local 
money market has been easy, and on 


call loans have been 3 per cent. on gov- 
ernment collaterals and 4(@6 per cent. 
on stock collaterals. Prime commercial 
paper is quoted at 5@5+ parcent. Govy- 
ernment bonds have been quiet. The

THE INCREASING USE OF PETRO- 


LEUM. 
In estimating the consumption of pe- 

troleum at about 45,000 barrels crude 

daily, the figures at which it is now gen- 

erally put, we do not think there is any 

danger of overreaching the facts. In- 

deed, we are inclined to regard this as 

an underestimate, although it is appa- 

rently warranted by statistics so faras 

they are obtainable. The exact exports 
are easily ascertained, but the home 
consumption is more difficult tu caleu- 

culate. More than 75 per cent of this 

business is done by the Standard Oil 
Company, which alse controls the prin- 
cipal pipe lines and the statistics which 
it puts forth are received with the full 
measure of allowance that should be giv- 
en to reports emanating from a source so 
entirely biased. The apparent home 
consumption from these figures does 
not show the extent of increase that we 
should expect, in view of the manifold 
uses that have sprung up during the 
past few years for crude petroleum, 
and the growth of population, together 
with the increased favor in which the 
illuminant is held. The sale of refined 
petroleum has increased every year With 
the improvement in quality, both in 
cities, as a substitute for the harsher 
gas light, and in the country in place of 
the varied illuminants which were 
formerly employed in different sections. 
This increase, and the natural exten- 
sion of a demand with the growth of 
population during the last ten years, 
should bring the present consumption 
above 10,000 barrels daily, though it is 
only estimated at about that figure. 
Few persons realize the vast number of 
new and important uses that are, every 
day, being found for petroleum. Many 
of these consuming industries are still 
in their infancy, and at present their 
individual consumption is not large. 
The aggregate, however, is considerable, 
and is constantly growing. Within the 
past year there has been a very success- 
ful introduction of petroleum as fuel 
for engines, both stationary and on 
steamboats, and its consumption in this 
way is already no trifling item, though 
it is of but little consequence compared 
with what it is destined to become. 
The manufacture of iron by the use of 
petroleum is also an industry which 
promises to grow very largely, the cost 
by this process being, even at the high- 
est price reached by petroleum the past 
year, very much less than by the use of 
coal. ‘The same saving is observable in 
the manufacture of gas from petroleum, 
a process which has been introduced 
within the past few years, and has met 
great favor during the past twelve 
months or more. This use of the arti- 
cle will, doubtless, become one of the 
most important forms of its consump- 
tion. The making of gas from gasoline 
is largely carried on by consumers, but 
it has such an element of danger as to 
retard its growth so soon as a perfected 
method of producing an equally cheap 
and brilliant light 1s understood to be 
within thereach of private residences, 
factories and towns. There are several 
methods of manufacturing gas direct 


from crude petroleum, and at 
least one of these has made such 
progress as to demonstrate the 


entire feasibility of this illuminant 
for use upon any desired scale. 
There are now fifty works in operation 
on this plan, the aggregate consump- 
tion of which is about 4000 gallons of 
crude oil per day. The largest of these 
works furnishes gas to the entire city of 
Paterson, N. J., and uses about 1000 or 
1200 gallons daily, furnishing upwards 
of 400,000 feet of gas, at the coal gas 
measurement. The company erecting 
these works furnishes statements of the 
comparative cost of this and coal gas, 
which show a saving of nearly 70 per 
cent when coal gus was billed at $2.50 
per thousand. Such recommendations 
as this, coupled with absolute safety 
and ease of manufacture, may reason- 


ably be expected to rapidly swell the 
consumption of petroleum for this pur- 
pose, to very large proportions. There 
are other uses arising daily for this oil, 
whiek indicate its industrial value in 
many ways that have, hitherto, been 
almost disregarded. These indications 
may be of small consequence, in view of 
the present production, but that the 
consumption of petroleum is likely to 
increase more rapidly than does its pro- 
duction may be fairly assumed if the 
Pennsylvania fields are to be depended 
on as the sources of supply.

THE SUPPRISSIUN OF INFORMA- 
TION AT THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 
The recent order of the Secretary of 
the Treasury in relation to the suppres- 
sion of information relative to imports 
and exports, has excited much severe 
censure, especially from the newspaper 
press. We have not occupied our space 
With any discussion of the matter, 
heretofore, as we have not felt very 
much concerned about the Treasury or- 
der ourselves, and we have the assurance 
of the merchants engaged in the oil, 
paint, drug, chemical and dyestuffs 
trades, that sc long as they can find, in 
these columns, the information they 
want, they are perfectly indifferent to 
the orders of the Treasury Department 
and the regulations of the Custom 
House. Weshould not bring up the 
subject at this time were it not that 
some of our journalistic friends in their 
rage have so far forgotten professional 
decorum as to indulge in what seems to 
us unwarranted abuse of their contem- 
poraries. So long as they abused the 
Treasury Department only there was no 
special harm done. It is always safe 
and generally pleasant to arraign gov- 
eroment oflicials. Some years ago there 


was a standing order in force 
in the city department of a 
prominent New York evening 


paper to ‘pitch into the police’? when. 
ever n€ws was scarce, Many of our con- 
temporaries find abuse of the Govern- 
ment an equally convenient topic. We 
are obliged to confess, ourselves, to a 
weakness that way. In the first place 
there is always plenty of material for 
such abuse, and then it is a compara- 
tively safe and pleasant pastime. The 
Government doesn’t bring libel suits, it 
doesn’t withdraw its advertisement, or 
discontinue its subscription, nor does it 
go about among your patrons charging 
you with being ‘‘in the pay of the en- 
emy’’ just because you have brains 
enough to entertain an opinion. It is 
much better to abuse the Government 
than to pitch into a contemporary, and 
moreover, it is more in accordance with 
journalistic etiquette. In this view we 
are sorry te see our esteemed contempo- 
rary, the Shipping and Commercial 
List and New York Price Current, 
‘shy its cap,’’ or perhaps we should say 
**bonnet,”’ into the ring in this style: 


“A circular recently issued from 
the Treasury Department threat. 
ened the withholding of this 
information for a_ period of nine 
ty days. That is, after a vessel 
has cleared or entered, the details of her 
manifest are not to be made public un- 
til the commodities received have been 
sold, re-sold and perhaps consumed, or 
those exported have reached their des- 
tination and been marketed. * * * 

“So far as the press is concerned no 
respectable commercial journal would 
think of trenching upon private rights 
or interests by the publication of details 
which very properly should be kept pri- 
vate. One or two so-called local trade 
journals of little circulation, anJ no in- 
fluence, are said to have violated this 
rule, but that by no means calls for a 
suppression of statistics which are pre- 
eminently the property of the public.” 


The scathing language of the last par- 
agraph is so obviously intended to apply 
to that ‘‘mighty engine of civilization,’» 
the Journal of Commerce, that we feel 
bound, as lovers of fair play, to resent 
an insinuation to which, we presume, 
tbe last named paper will, in the humili- 
ty that characterizes its editor in chief, 
offer no reply. Itseems to us that the 
position of our contemporary with the

| depends the manufacture of the Ameri- 





attenuated title, when it accuses the 
Journal of having trenched ‘‘upon pri- 
vate rights or interests by the publica- 
tion of details which very properly 
should be kept private,’’ is very like 
the attitude of that humble but emi- 
nently useful domestic utensil, the pot, 
toward its sister implement, the kettle, 
which it called “black.’? Both of those 
journals published the names of the im- 
porters of merchandise at this port, just 
so long as they could get the informa- 
tion at the Custom House and without 
expense. Since that source of informa- 
tion was cut off neither has published 
it. We believe the Shipping and Com- 
mercial List did attempt to get the in- 
formation at one time in another way, 
but as a former employe ordered his 
private correspondence to be addressed 
to him elsewhere, the effort was not 
succe:sful. Really, neither one of the 
journals published enough information 
concerning imports to make it of any 
consequence whether it was continued 
or not, and we doubt if many of the 
readers of either paper knew when the 
publication was discontinued. If, how- 
ever, one of the papers in question has 
violated any rule of propriety, the other 
is equally culpable, and we dislike 
to see either assume so inconsistent a 
position as that taken by our maritime 
contemporary toward the Journal of 
Commerce. The OIL, PAINT AND 
DruG REPORTER has been the only 
newspaper publishing the names of im- 
porters at this port, with any degree of 
completeness aud accuracy, and to its 
columns alone do the importers of the 
goods which we claim to report look for 
this information. We shall continue 
to publish these details so long as there 
isademand for them, and in the ob* 
taining of them we ask no favors of the 
Government, the Custom!House, or the 
Associated Press. Had ourcontempor- 
aries been equally enterprising, they 
could have laughed at the Treasury 
order, and fat the same time avoided 
saying unpleasant things about eaci 
other. 
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PEPSIN AND ITS MANUFACTURE, 

Pepsin is a preparation containing 
the gastric juices, the principal agents 
of digestion, in such a form that it can 
be administered to the patient and sup- 
ply those agents, the lack of which is 
the occasion of all the derangement of 
the digestive organs. Discovered by 
Boudault, a French chemist, it gained 
a reputation even in this country, and 
led to investigations and experiments 
the results of which are a credit to the 
enterprise of the profession in America. 
Boudault’s process was long and tedi- 
ous, and the small yield of the article 
made the price enormous. He first 
scraped off the mucous membrane of 
the calf’s stomach, and after bruizing 
it thoroughly he macerated it in water 
several days, and then by a roundabout 
process, which we will not explain in 
this article, he precipitated a product, 
by means of one of the salts of lead, 
which he called Pepsine. The cost of 
making it by this process kept others 
from engaging in its manufacture, and 
the Frenchman monopolized it for a 
short time. The therapeutic value of 
pepsin became widely known however, 


and a German pharmacist, — in 
Louisville, Ky., Emil Scheffer 
by name, discovered that it was 


freely soluble in water acidulated with 
hydrochloric acid and insoluble in a sat- 
urated solution of chloride of sedium— 
On these two principles 


can article known as pepsin. Thesame 
man discovered, by practical experi- 
ments, that the stomach of the hog fur- 
nished a larger amount than that made 
from calves’ or sheeps’ rennets, both of 
which have been tried; also that pig 
pepsin was superior in digestive power 
to all others. Theoretically this should 
be so, as the pig is omnivorous, and eats 
the same food that we do, besides eat- 
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ing everything that we don’t. The 
general outline of his process, by which 
all the various manufacturers are guid- 
ed, is simple, though the enormous 
amount of detail in the manipulation 
is surprising. The mucous membrane 

(by which the gastric juices are se- 
creted) is dissected from the stomach, 
chopped up and digested for a number 
of hours in water acidulated with ac. 
Hydrocht, the solution strained off and 
allowed to stand 24 hours in order to 
settle the mucous. The liquid, after 
being purified, &c , by filtration through 
amimal charcoal, is treated with 
the necessary amount of _ salt. 

Ihe pepsin, thus separated, rises to the 
top and floats on the solution of sodium 
chloride, from which it is skimmed off, 
drained, pressed, dried and ground, and 
is ready for market as Pure Pepsin 
The principal preparation made from 
this is called saccharated pepsin. The 
following is the usual formula: 

By this process it can be made for 
about one tenth of the original cost. 

Pure pepsin, 2 ounces. 

Sugar of milk, 14 ounces. 
Lactic acid } small 
Hydrochloric acid § quantity. 

Mix. 

This is the form in which the remedy 
is almost universally given for dyspep 
sia, &c.; and such is the confidence that 
physicians of almost all schools and the 
public generally place in it, that its 
consumption has increased from a few 
hundred to a great many thoasand 
pounds per year. There are upwards of 
thirty drug houses that manufacture it 
at the present time in the United States, 
but a very large percentage is produced 
by four or five, who make it a specialty. 
It is estimated that at least 12,000 
pounds of the pure article are used 
every year. At the very lowest compu- 
tation 8,000 pounds of this is made into 
Sasch pepsin, which is equivalent to 
a yearly consumption of from 60,000 to 
70,000 pounds. In spite of this fact the 
product is not well-known in 
the market. The increasing de- 
mand, however, is engaging the 
attention of some enterprising chemists, 
and a number of manufacturing phar- 
macists have within afew years com- 
menced making it themselves. One of 
the leading men in this line expresses 
his opinion in this wise: ‘‘The demand 
is steadily increasing; a good article 
would command an almost unlimited 
ssle. Now a number of tests made late. 
ly prove conclusively that a considerable 
number of makers do not producea 
good article. We append the usual 
test: Dissolve ten grains of sacch. pep- 
sin in one fluid ounce of water with the 
aid of a little hydruchloric acid (about 
10 drops), add 100 grs. of coagulated al- 
bumen (the white of a hard boiled egg), 
and keep at a temperature of 108° Fah. 
for4or5 hours. The albumen should 
be dissolved if the preparation is of the 
standard strength. Although the im 
provements have been many and varied, 
there is evidently room for more, and: 
the time is not far distant when the 
manufacture of pepsin will bea busi- 
ness of far greater magnitude than it is 
at present, and one commanding more 
scientific attention.

The case of the United States against 
F. Cousinery & Co., on Tuesday, in the 
United States Circuit Court, before 
Judge Shipman, was brought to recover 
$500 claimed to be due on on an impor- 
tation made June 28, 1864, of goods de- 
scribed as argols or crude tartar. The 
Appraiser returned the goods ay cream 
of tartar, and duties were fixed at 10c 
per pound, but the firm only paid six. 
The defendants offered to show that the 
goods were argols, and the examiner 
who returned them as cream of tartar 
had admitted that he was mistaken in 
classifying them, being misled by the 
french name on the invoice. Judge 

Shipman held that the evidence was in- 
admissable. A verdict was directed for 
the Government. 

The Union County, N. J.,Grand Ju- 
rors have presented a bill charging that 
the ElizabethportZacid works area pub- 
lic nuisance. Constables were sent to 
arrest the proprietors. 

Orders were issued at the Depauw 
Plate Glass Works of New Albany, 
Ind., on Saturday, to cease work, the 
skilled employees having refused to 
withdraw their demand for 15 per cent. 
advance in wages. This will throw 
about 500 persons out of employment, 
and it is feared that work will not be 
resumed at New <Alnany. Favorable 
propositions have been made to Mr. 
Depauw to remove. his machinery to 
McConnellsville, Pa., and _ establish 
plate glass works there, and the present 
labor difficulty may determine him to 
make the move.

An appeal to the full bench 
affirmed this decision, quoting Judge 
Sedgwick’s opinion, adding that the 
defendant very much antedated the 
plaintiff, and also ordered that Van 
Beil must account to Prescott & Sons 
for all damages sustained on account 
ot the injunction, and furthermore 
that a name description of a beverage 
is not a subject of a trade wark.

NEW INVENTIONS. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN THE MANUPACTURE 
OF ALUMINOUS CAKE. 

The object of this invention is to manu- 
facture with aluminous earths (containing 
more or less iron), such as argil, kaolin, 
etc., and by preference with hydrates of 
alumina, known under the name of ‘‘baux- 
ites,” a sulphate of ammonia completely 
deprived of its free acid,and exempt, or 
almost exempt, from iron in such form as 
to discolor the resulting product of alumi- 
na. Ina suitable vessel, say a lead-lined 
tank, a certain quantity of 50 deg. Baume 
sulphuric acid is introduced, say five hun- 
dred pounds, and heated to about 90 deg. 
or 95 deg. centigrade bya direct jet of 
steam. To this is added a quantity of 
finely-ground bauxite, which will vary ac- 
cording to the strength or percentage of 
alumina that sueh bauxite may contain, 
care being taken not to obtain a neutral so- 
lution, but to keep the sulphuric acid 
slightly in excess. Generally two hundred 


to two hundred and fifty pounds bauxite potassa, in the shape of small flakes, by 
to five hundred pounds of 650 deg. sul-| heat. 


phuric acid will suffice. Soon after the 
bauxite has been introduced a violent ac- 
tion will begin, and water will have to be 
added in small quantities from time to 
time, so as to prevent an overflow. For 
this reason the tank will have to be of such 
size that the mixture of acid and bauxite 
will only have a volume of one-fifth ot the 
capacity of the tank. After the contents of 
the tank has subsided to its original vol- 
ume, water is added until the liquor will 
have adensity of about 25 deg. Baume, 
after which it is drawn off into suitable 
vessels, when the silica and other insoluble 
particles will settle. In afew days the 
clear liquor, which will have a greenish 
tint, is drawn off into another vessel, and 
is here treated with metallic zinc. Should 
accidentally a red color be produced in 
this liquor it will show at once that too 
much bauxite has been used, making the 
solution neutral. In this case a few pounds 
of acid is added, acidulating the solutton, 
which will at once lose its red color. This 
metallic zinc, of whieh a sufficient quanti- 
ty will have to be used, will at once be 
acted upon by the free sulphuric acid, and 
be transformed into sulphate of zinc and 
thus neutrolize it. Atthe same time all 
the iron present in the state of peroxide of 
iron will be reduced to the lower degree of 
oxidation, protoxide of iron, which, by its 
nature, forms salts of little or no color. 
The resultant alum cake when dry will be 
white. This solution is now boiled down 
toa proper density, soy 46 deg. to 50 deg. 
Baume, and run into cakes, which, after 
hardening, present a perfectly white ap- 
pearance. 


IMPROVEMENT IN DYKSTUFFS. 


This invention has for its object to ex- 
tract the coloring-matter from pimento 
leaves, after being deprived of the essen- 
tial oil, without subjecting the same to the 
action of heat or to a boiling process, 
which would injure the resultant extractive 
coloring-matter; and to this end 
consists in leaching the pimento 
leaves, after the removal of the essential 
oil, with cold water, to remove the extract- 
ive dyeing-matter, whereby a dyestuff is 
produced capable of being used for dyeing 
leather, but specially designed for dyeing 
fabrics. It has a dark-brown color, per- 
fectly free from oily matter, is easily solu- 
ble in water, and imparts to cotton without 
a mordant, a yellowish gray color which re- 
sists soap, and appears to be perfectly fast. 
By using suitable mordants on the cotton 
different colors can be _ produced, 
for instance, with sulphate of 
iron different shades of gray can be ob- 
tained. 

THE MANUFACTURE OF IRON SOAP, 

This patent relates to the manufacture of 
soap in which the alkaline bases ordinarily 
used are replaced by an iron base. 


IMPROVEMENT IN THE MANUFACTURE 
OF TARTARIC ACID. ; 

This invention has for its object a 
new method of recovering the po- 
tassium of the tartar in the form 
of hydrate of potassa in the man- 
ufacture of tartaric acid. In the conver- 
sion of tartar into tartaric acid lime or tar- 
trate of lime by the present well-known 
methods, a lye of potassa has been obtained 
in which tartrate of lime as a basic salt was 
gelatinously suspended. In order to ren- 
der the product of reaction capable of being 
filtered, it has been necessary to boil the 
same under pressure, and to cool the mass 
to prevent the reformation which would 
otherwise take place. By the new process 
the inventor takes 226 parts, by weight, of 
neutralized tartrate of potassium, with 
eight times as much water, and one hun- 
dred and twelve parts, by weight, of quick- 
lime slaked in sixteen times the quantity 
of water, and pour a solution of neutralized 
tartrate of potassium into the above-named 
mixture at a normal temperature while 
stirring the same, the greater portion of the 
tartrate of lime with two atoms of lime in 
the molecule is precipitated in an insoluble 
powdered mass which is capable of being 
filtered, leaving the lye of potassa. ‘I'he 
lime salts are filtered off, and the small 
quantity of tartrate of potassium still in 
solution can be separated from the lye of 


MEDICATED LICORICE 

In preparing this compound the inventor 
grinds the licorice root into coarse short 
fibres sufficiently fine to be capable of 
quick and thorough saturation, and yet of 
a sufficient size to be be adapted to cohere 
into a compact quid when placed in the 
mouth, This ground root 1s then saturat- 
ed with a tarry liquid compounded as fol- 
lows: oil of tar, two ounces; glycerine, one 
ounce; simple sugar syrup, one ounce; al- 
cohol, one pint. He sometimes prefers to 
grind a small proportion of elm bark with 
the licorice root, the mucilaginous charac- 
ter of this ingredient conducing to the per- 
fect assimilation of the other ingredients 
and rendering the compound mild. 

CATARRH REMEDY. 

This invention relates toan improved 
mixture for catarrh, For a medicine to be 
used in very severe cases of catarrh about 
the following proportions should be used: 
tribasic phosphate of soda, eight ounces; 
bicarbonate of soda, four ouncee; sugar of 
milk, two ounces. In mild forms of the 
disease the following formula will be found 
efficient: tribasic phosphaie of soda, six 
ounces; bicarbonate of soda, two ounces; 
sugar of milk, four ounces. The several 
ingredients should be ground or 
pulverized and  thoronghly mixed 
together, and kept after pre- 
paration in air-tight bottles. After mix- 
ing, bolt the compound to geta fine po w 
der. The powder may be administered by 
snufiing through the nostrils, the dose be- 
ing about ten to twenty grains for 
adults, to be taken, say three times a day, 
especially on retiring at night, the dose to 
be varied according to the character of the 
case, and also according to the age of the 
person, a less dose being suitable for chil- 
dren. The medicine may also be used 
very advantageously in solution by dissolv- 
ing, say, ten to twenty grains, by weight, 
of the powder in one hundred drops of 
distilled water mixed with five drops of 
alcohol. This solution may be adminis- 
tered in the form of spray by means of an 
atomizer, or it may be applied as a douche,

Liquid Extract of Ergot. 
BY P. YVON. 

Sibeutaneous injections of ergotine 
are very difficult to make with the 
aqueous extract of ergot generally known 
as ergotine. In fact this extract when 
dissolved is muddy, thick, and requires 
to be filtere1; tke solution then gives 
only feeble results, as the best part of 
the extract remains upon the flter. I 
therefor prefer the following formula: 

The ergot is coarsely powdered and 
deprived of its fixed oil by treatment 
with carbon bisulphide; afterwards it is 
dried in the open air, sheltered from 
light, until the odor of the solvent has 
totally disappeared. ‘The powder is 
then introduced into a,displacement ap- 
paratus and exhansted in the cold with 
distilled water containing four parts in 
a thousand of tartaric acid. ‘bis liquil 
is heated so as to coagulate albumiuoid 
matters, and then reduced ia a water 
bath to about one-third of its volume, 
allowed to cvol and filter. It is then 
treated with a slight excess of 
freshly prepared carbonate of lime, so 
as to saturate the excess of tartaric acid, 
filtered, evaporated to a syrupy consist 
ence, and precipitated with 90° alcohol. 
After another filtration it is decolorized 
with washed animal charcoal, again fil- 
tered and evaporated so as to drive off 
all the alcohol. It is then taken upa 
second time with distilled sater, and to 
this solution is added 0°15 gramme of 
salicylic acid for each 100 g:ammes of 
ergot, and it is completed with water or 
cherry-laurcl water so as to makea 
liquid equal in weight to that of the 
ergot employed. The ex:ract is al- 
lowed to deposit some days in a cool, 
quiet place, and then divided into smali 
bottles. 

The liquid thus obtained is of a five 
amber cvlor and keeps perfectly. It 
gives an abundant prccipitate with all 
the reagents ‘or alkaloids, and repre- 
sents the acive priuciple of an actual 
weight of ergot. As an injection one 
gramme of the liquid gives excellent re- 
sults.—Revue Medicale. 





DETERMINATION OF THE PROPORTION 
or WaTER IN AxcoHoL.—The author 
utilizes a properiy,of the alcoholic solu 
tion of the sulphocyanide of cobalt, 
which 1s changed from a blue to a red 
color on the addition of water. By 
adding a few drops of the blue solution 
to a mixture of equal volumes of water 
and of alcohol, of sp. gr. 0°830 (—87-‘7 
per cent), the liquid*is at once turved 
red. This change of color is also pro- 
duced by a mixture of 60 vols. alcobol 
and 40 vols. water, but if 80 vols. of the 
alcohol are added to 20 of waier the 
liquid remains blue. The author be 
lieves that this method may be devel 
oped so as to give approximate results.

FOREIGN TRADE REPORTS. 


ADVICES FROM COC\NADA TO 


DEC 185th. 1879. 

Our last report was dated the Ist instant, 
and we have since then received the =ondon 
mails of the 7th and 14th November. 

The weather, we are glad to say, has 
moderated and become fair, although it is 
not quite what it should be at this this, and 
appears doubtful. A little drizzle has fal- 
len, which must have rather benefited all 
crops than otherwise, and all articles are 
turning out well so far. Brown gingelly 
seed is giving way in price since no buyers 
come forward at the figures asked by deal- 
ers, Bigaree seed is now beginning to offer 
but no trausactions have yet occurred. In 
the absence of buyers, deaters have consid- 
erably modified their views, but the rates 
they ask are still much above the value of 
the seed in Europe with the present high 
freights. Niger seed is beginning to offer 
but at prohibitive rates. Nothing has yet 
been done, and we can only consider the of- 
fers made as tentative ones to ascertain 
what prices are likely to be pail. Rape 
seed it is still too early to speak of. Castor 
seed has not fallen lower, although few buy- 
ers come forward and very little has been 
done, comparatively speaking. Upper God- 
avery Myrabolanes are now commencing to 
offer for l-ng forward delivery, but only in 
small lots. : 

Oil Seeds—Gingelly Seed--Buyers hav 
almost all withdrawn and the market has 
consequently become weak and uncertain, 
Dealers have been continually reducing 
their demands but without inducing buyers 
to come forward. Wereferto brown seed 
of which only small quantities remain and 
which the holders are trying to get rid of 
before Bigarree comes wellin. Brown we 
quote at Rs. 10-2f0band Bigarree Rs- 9-12 
fob, or say f c s.37-75 c.&f. to Marseilles. 
The latter (December to January crop) is 
commencing to offer at this rate, but it ap- 
pears to be too hizh to attract buyers who 
as yet hold aloof, the high rates, and the 
uncertainty as to their probable level in the 
spring, when the seed will be coming in, 
mukes buyers very cautious and unwillivg 
to engage themselves, Niger Seed—Dealers 
are now coming forward and some few con- 
tracts have been offered. The price asked 
however, precludes all chance of business, 
and nothing has been done. Rape seed is 
not yet availalle Caster Seed—In conse- 
quence of the decline in the Calcutta mar- 
ket little has been donelately. Prices, how- 
ever, are frm at Rs. 7-8 f 0 b, eay 12s 4ddc&f 
to London. The coming crop promises to 
yield largely. 

Myrabolanes— Some enquiry has now 
shown itself anda few small transacticns 
have ocurred in Coast nuts at equivalent of 
Rs. 15-8 f o b, say 9s 9dc. &f to London. For 
long forward delivery a few small contracts 
of Upper Godavery have also passed, at 
equivalent of Rs, 19-8 f o b, say 11s c&f Lon- 
don, but sellers are few as yet.

Petroleum—Pennsylvania refined—Over- 
production and ircreasing stocks in Amer- 
ica have had their effect on prices in Eur- 
ope, which fell toso lowa pcint as had 
scarcely been deemed possible, even by the 
most gloomy pessimist. Spot oil has been 
doing on our market for a time at £84, 
whilst winter delive.ies sold at f8}g. The 
advance of freights and the speculative 
movement ia America pusbing up prices, an 
advance sét in, and f104¢@11 was reached in 
November. We close now at f94¢ with a 
dull marzet. Imports were smaller this 
year, but this is chiefly owing to the severe 
winter, by which about 40,000 bbls, having 
been frozen in, are prevented from reaching 
ourplace. General consumption continues 
to increase, but production being still ahead, 
low prices will no doubt continue to rule. 
Complaints about the quality continue to 
be general and this isa bad feature. The 
direct importations amounted to about 189,- 
850 bbls, against about 219,293 bbls in 1878; 
212,787 bbls in 1877; 177,9°8 bblsin 1876; 
158,214 bbls in 1875. Stock on hand on the 
81st December, 1878, about 21,954 bbls; total 
about 211,804 bbls. Stock on hand this day 
about 11,924 bbls. Sold from 1st hands and 
shipped, about 19¥,880 bbls, against about 
215,872 bbls in 1878; 197,328 bbls in 1877; 191,- 
432 bbls and 58 cases in 1876; 182,221 bbls 
and 2,215 cases in 1875. The indirect im- 
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jumps having been followed by a total ab- 
sence of dimand. On an average prices 
went up materially, In the beginning f12%@ 
125g was accepted by holders, but in June 
an advance was established and since then 
the rise has been regular, so that £1914 @20 is 
now spoken of. The stocks comprise about 
1000 barrels. 

Saltpetre—Nitrate of Soda—The g.eater 
part of the direct imports which came to 
hand for our market, passed in transit; we 
compute the now available stock at about 
25,000 bags. Owing to the want of stocks, 
when the war between Peru and Chili broke 
out, prices were pushed up and continued 
to rule high dur.ng the war, which is not 
yet atanend. Selling at f8}¢@9 in spring, 
the article closes firmly at f12, with only few 
sellers thereat. 

Madders—There has been a regular but 
moderate demand this year ard the orders 
coming in from America, England and Ger- 
many could be filled at low prices. The 
growers have consequently seen but littie 
inducement to extend their operations. This 
position lasted until Autumn, when large 
orders from America caused prices to ad- 
vance, which movement was aided by spec- 
ul.tive purchases on this side. Large quan- 
tities changed hands, partly for export, at 
prices to which we had become unaccus- 
tomed. Ombros. which were currently sold 
at f18@14ia the beginning of the year, had 
to be paid f20 and upward later on. Prime 
new Ombros are now firmly held at f22@26. 
New roots sold at f19@71. As stocks of 
Madders have fallen off so materially and 
the growth brought down toa minimum, 
high prices are judged very probable. No 
doubt some growers will take courage again, 
but even if they resolve to plant anew, it 
will take two or three years before these 
Madders can be marketed; meanwhile, con- 

sumers have to lean upon the stocks s' iil ex- 
isting (which are computed at about 3,000 
casks) and the slighest demand even, will 
work upon frices. If they be diiven up too 
high, however, artificial Alizarine will again 
kill the trade of Madders by its competition.

Linseed oil made from domestic seed is 
le per gallon higher than at the date of our 
last issue, but Calcutta seed oil remains at 
the same price. The Western Company 
also advanced their price in this market to- 
day to 8lc for month, 82¢c for March and 
83c for April delivery. The difficulty still 
seems to be in obtaining the oil rather than 
the price, for the demand continues so ac- 
tive and the needs of consumers appear to 
be so great that they are willing to pay ad- 
vanced figures. There is a difficulty in the 
way of a more rapid or larger advance from 
the fact that several large dealers have 
stocks, bought at low prices, which are of- 
fered from time to time at a slight conces- 
sion from crushers’ prices. City crushers 
have been large buyers of Western 
oil and are still in the market, but 
are not inclined to pay the present rate. 
It is reported that an offer to-day of 80c for 
500 bbls was not accepted. Sales were 
made previous to the advance, for deliv- 
ery up tothe Ist of March, at this price, 
but the quantity was not stated. At the 
West the demand is also large and several 
crushers there have been compelled to 
withdraw more ot their oil ‘from the gen- 
eral fund to supply the wants of their reg- 
ular customers, paying 7c per gallon for 
what they took. There have been further 
arrivals of English oil, which have been 
offered on the market, the holders solicit- 
ing a bid. 

Manufactured whale and sperm oil are 
rather quiet but very firm in sympa- 
thy with crude. We quote sperm 
$1 15@1 18 for natural and $1 20@1 23 for 
bleached winter, and whale 60c for natu- 
ral; 62'Jc for bleached and 65c for double 
bleached winter. From New London we 
hear that sales have been made there of 
1000 bbls crude elephant to go to New 
Bedford, for manufacture, at private terms. 
This takes all the stock in the country, 
and no more is expected during this year. 

Mustard seed oil is somewhat irregular 

in price, some holders wanting 57!¢@60c, 
while others will sell at 54@55c. The de- 
mand is slow and the stock small and 
concentrated. 
_ Rape seed oil is steady in price. Small 
sales are making at 75@85c for American, 
but less would probably buy. English is 
in small stock and light demand and held 
at 95c@$1. 


Lard oil is held steadily by the pressers 
at 64@65e, but there are outside lots which 
can be bought as low as 62!44@63e and at 
these figures there have been sales of 100 
bbls. The demand is not active and is 
wholly for home use, exporters not being 
willing to pay the prices now asked and the 
shipments at present being made are on old 
contracts made at a lower price. The off 
grades of oil are about the same, being in- 
fluenced little by the unsettled condition 
of prime. We quote extra No. 1, 61@62c; 
No. 1, 58!1g@60c and No. 2, 52@53c. 

Crude cottonseed oil continues to come 
to hand though most of the lots are a little 
off from prime but are taken for refining, 
in all, during the past week, about 500 bbls 
mostly on spot at 371¢(@38c for round par- 
cels up to 40c for small lots. The last lot 
of prime which was sold was reported in 
our last at 4lc and receivers are asking 
42@43c to arrive. There are still a few 
lots in store, the quality being inferior, and 
sellers are not willing to meet soap makers’ 
views, 


Refined summer yellow cottonseed oil is 
in a very unsettled position, and it is diffi- 
cult to get at the correct condition of the 
market. At the date of our last}there evi- 
dently wasastrong movement to depress 
the market at the Call with no disposition 
shown by any one to buy even at 
the low prices at which offers were made to 
sell; all this was probably to effect a settle- 
ment of short sales with one party, who 
had bought largely on speculation during 
the excitement the latter part of last year, 
for March, at from 51 to 53c, and for the 
year at 50@B5ic, but on Wednesday last 
1,600 bbls, were transferred to stronger 


hands, reported at 47c, and a_ reac- 
tion set in, with higher bids and fewer sel- 
lers, till yesterday, when a sale was report- 
ed after the call at 51c for 100 bbls Feb’y. 
To-day at the call there were no bids, and 
though afterwards there was some bantering 
among the the different cliques, it would 
have been difficult to have done any 
amount of business. February was freely 
offered at 51c and then down to 50c without 
finding any buyers; 500 bbis were offered 
at 5214c; March offered at 50c; 47!gc was 
bid for 100 bbls February, March, April, 
May and June; 100 bbls each, a April 
and May wers offered at 47!gc. May was 
offered at 491¢¢, with 48¢ bid. "At private 
sale there has been more done, with nego- 
tiations still pending. We are most reliably 
informed that there were offers made 
last week to exporters here of one or more 
cargoes of the best New Orleans brands at 
461gc with a 6 shilling freight to the 
Mediterranean, and a bid of 46c was solic— 
ited, but a cable refusal would not be 
given. A letter justto hand froma Med- 
iterranean portsays: ‘The largest ‘con- 
sumers cannot use the American oil at 
present prices, and those who bought early 
in the season are reselling.” Another ex- 
porter says his advices are that the Eng- 
lish oil has been very much improved in 
quality, and that six cargoes of new oil 
have been sold at one Mediterranean 
port at about 4ic C F & I; that while 
American oil is much better, they will not 
take any quantity so leng as the 
difference in price is so _ great. 
From other sources the New Orleans mar- 
ket is reported firm at 49c and a late char- 
ter of a vessel for 4500 bbls would indicate 
asale of that quantity. There is a moderate 
jobbingdemand here at 50@52c,with sales of 
500 bbls to arrive on private terms. Winter 
oils have not been changed by manufac- 
turers, but some holders who probably 
bought previous to the late advance are re- 
ported to be offering 2c below manufactur- 
ers’ prices in anticipation of a reduction.

Cochin cocoanut oil hasa fair jobbing 
call but the tendency of prices is down- 
ward insympathy with those for Cuban 
and Ceylon. We quote 11@11léc for the 
lots now changing hands, but it is proba- 
ble that less would be accepted for larger 
quantities. There has been another ar- 
rival of Cuban. which with the lots previ- 
ously received forms a large stock and has 
had a very depressing effect on prices;

The Paint Price List will be found in the 
Department of Prices Current following the 
Drug report. 

‘TUKSDAY Evkg.. Feb, 3. 1880. 

There is but little to be added to what 
we said in our opening remarks last week. 
The main features are the same, while the 
outlook is very encouraging. Large quan- 
tities of goods are moving to fill require- 
ments of city and near-by trade, and a 
large increase is to be noted in the orders 
received for the West and South. A _par- 
ticular feature this week is the active de- 
mand for French zinc, which has probably 
been caused by an anticipation of an ad- 
vance. There are rumors current that an 
advance in the price of whiting is about to 
be made, but there has been no meeting of 
the combination and none has yet been 
called, so that there is nothing officially 
announced. Any change however is depre- 
cated by most of the manufacturers, and 
one or two with whom we have conversed 
have expressed themselves as strongly op- 
posed toanadvance. Paints in oil are 
meeting with a good deal of attention. The 
strong probability of an advance based on 
the advancing prices of oil and other ma- 
terial, inciuding tin cans, is causing deal- 
ers to lay in stocks to a greater extent than 
usual at this season of the year. From 
this it might be argued that when the time 
for high prices comes there will beno 
wholesale buyers. But from all over the 
country the demand from consumers is so 
great that any large accumulation of stocks 
in dealers’ hands is next to impossible, 
and the present activity bids fair to 
last far into the year. 

The following will show the total im- 
ports of paints for week ending Feb. 2: 

Bronze powder 20 cs; chalk 1950 tons; 
china clay 600 cks; glue 330 pkgs; lead 
4974 pigs; litharge 20 kgs; ochre 25 pkgs; 
orange lead 59 cks; pumice 163 cks; red 
lead 150 kgs; terra alba 50 cks; umber 53 
cks; vaanish 57 pkgs; venetian red 653 
bbls; vermilion 3 cs; white lead 183 pkgs; 
zine oxide 350 bbls. 

Piglead has been more active since our 
last and 700 tons common have been placed 
at 5.90@6c. The market closes very firm 
at 6@61gc for common and 614@63¢e for 
refined. 

White lead is without special feature. 
There was a report current last week that a 
Pittsburg concern was offering to sell dry 
lead here at the inside price of the Associa- 
tion, 814c, but failing to obtain an order at 
this figure, requested an offer; none being 
made, the lead was withdrawn. ‘There is 
now nothing offered by outside partide be- 
low the Association prices, which are 814c 
for lots of 500 Ibs and over of dry ,834c for a 
less quantity, 9c for 500 lbs and over of 
ground, and 91c for a smaller quantity. 
The excitement concerning importations of 
lead seems to have entirely died out. 
About 100 tons were placed at different 
times duriag the month of January at a 
little below the prices named by American 
corroders but lately there have been no 
offers to sell so far as we can learn. 


American zinc is still unsettled and each 
manufacturer is evidently awaiting the 
next move of his competitors. There are 
no uniform prices, for while one concern 
quotes as high as 6c for pure and 5c for 
second qualities, others would sell at 
least 1c below these prices. None, however, 
are accepting orders for future delivery, 
and the general impression is that higher 
prices will rule. The demand is active for 
both prompt and future delivery, but with 
the limited supplies there are not many 
lots worth reporting changing hands. One 
manufacturer reports that he has had to 
refuse orders aggregating 50 tons, lacking 
the stock to fill them. The demand for 
French has been largely increased of late 
owing to an anticipated rise, and the past 
week the market has been very active, 
though the inclination was principally to 
take small quantities. No cables have yet 


been received advancing the price. 

Barytes are very scarce in both dealers 
and first hands, and with a good demand 
for consumption pri¢és are very firm. We 
quote $26@27 50 for white as to quality, 
$15@I18 for off color, $30@32 50 for floated, 
and $20@22 50 for floated off color.

Chalk is easy and quiet; most consumers, 
having a sufficient stock to last them for 
same time tocome, do not care to buy ex- 
cept when an exceptionally low ofier is 
made. The arrivals the past week have 
been large, aggregating 2500 tons, all of 
which was sold previously and reported at 
the time of the sale. 

Whiting does not appear to come forward 
more freely, and the demand continues 
very active. The reported sales are 100 
bbls commercial spot and March delivery 
60c; 135 bbls gilders’ in lots at 80@90c, 
and 200 bbls for March delivery at 80c, and 
an outside lot of 25 bbls commercial at 59c. 
Last week there were St. Louis parties in 
the market with orders enough to have 
taken all the commercial to be found. A 
bid of 70c, 10¢ above the combination 
price, was made for a lot of 150 bbls, to 
have been shipped on Saturday last, but it 
was not accepted, 

Paris white has principally a jobbing call 
for present delivery, but there is an active 
demand forfutures. We hear of a sale of 100 
tons at Philadelphia, for prompt delivery, 
at $1 35, and 25 tons in lots on spot at 


$1 40@1 50. We quote $1 25@1 35 for; 


contract lots, and $1 40@l1L 50 for jobbing 
quantities. In addition to the sales above, 
we note 500 bbls for delivery durirg 1880 
at $1 25, and 135 tons in casks deliverable 
between now and the Ist of July, at the 
same price. 

Putty,as is usual at this season, is not in 
large demand. We note price from 
23,@Ac. 

English China clay is without new fer- 
tures of interest this week. ‘There have 
been no arrivals since our last, but there is 
a good stock on hand and a considerable 
quantity on the waf. The activity before 
noticed continues, and we have sales to re- 
port of 50 tons superfine from store at 
$21@21 60; 30 tons medium at $18 50; 35 
tons medium to arrive at $18, and 25 tons 
superfine at $20 50. There continues a 
good demand for American, with more 
stock to draw from. . The sales since our 
last have been 200 tons to Philadelphia at 
$12, fo b, and 100 tons spot at $12. Since 
writing the above a sale of 100 tons of En- 
lish, good quality, is reported at "$17 50. 
The lot is to arrive, the vessel being due in 
about two weeks, 

Terra alba is without notable change. 
Th re is still a searcity of stock of all kinds 
and the market has an upward tendency. 
While some holders are asking 150 
for French and English, and _ have 
have refused orders at less, others are still

Manufacturers hold for 20c and very few 
are offering, and in some instances as high 
as 22c has heen paid for pure. There are, 
however, lots previous'y bought at a low 
price, floating about the market, and these 
are to be had ata considerable concession 
from makers’ figures. They are claimed 
to be of poor quality.

Metallic paints have been in active de- 
mand, with manufacturers unable to meet 
the prompt demand of dealers. There 
have been sales since our last of 150 tons 
at $22 in car load lots, and the price has 
been advanced to $23, and $26 for smaller 
quantities. In oil sales are free at 5@6c. 

Turkey umber has arrived quite freely 
of late, the receipts during the past two 
weeks aggregating 200 tons. Most of this 
was imported direct by consumers, and the 
remainder we have reported from time to 
time as the sales were made. There is 
nothing offering to arrive or to be shipped, 
as the stock in the Leghorn market has 
been entirely cleared out.

and there have been sales to the extent of 
100 tons burnt and raw lump, spot and to 
arrive, at 23;@9c for the former, and 

3!¢@6c for the latter. There is a demand 
for powdered in jobbing lots, which is met 
at 64¢@9c for burnt, and 73{@8c for raw. 

Pumice stone is now in good stock, but 
the demand seems to have subsided. We 
quote 1!¢@134e for lots in original pack- 
ages, 4c for ordinary selected, and 6@8c 
for extra selected. Ground is still scarce, 
and in moderate demand. We note sales 
of 75 bbls at 21gc. 

Glues are in active demand, but the sales 
are mostly of the lower and medium 
grades. Prices rule very firm, and with a 
comparatively small stock the the tendency 
of prices is upward. We note sales of 800 
bbls at prices ranging from $@18c, accord- 
ing to quality. 

Artists’ Materials—Mail orders are larger 
but travellers are not yet out. The busi- 
ness for January exceeded all expectations: 
one large house reporting an increase of 30 
per cent over last year in their sales. This 
is attributed to the very rapid growth of 
popular taste for art all over the country 
and the rapidly growing demand from 
amateurs for art materials. On account of 
competition and cutting in price, figures 
were somewhat reduced, but are now tend- 
ing upwards, and an advance in all lines 
must soon prevail. Some few articles (sta- 
ple) have already advanced, such as draw- 
ing paper, wooden ware and metal goods, 
on account of raw material. 

Plate glass is at present very firm. The 
closing of one large manufactory on ac- 
count of astrike has stiffened the price, 
causing a slight advance. There are many 
rumors asto strikes in other factories, 
which should it occur would prohably 
close them up for the present, unless a 
very material advance was made. The 
Crystal Plate Glass Company, of Missouri, 

telegraph their agents that the men are all 
at work with no signs of dissatisfaction. We 
note an advance in the West to 50 per cent 
discount. The following are the quotations 
here: 50 and 10@50,and 15 per cent dis- 
count, at which figures no orders for future 
delivery will be taken. Imported plate 
has not changed as yet, discounts remain- 
ing at 50 and 10@50 and 15 per cent, but 
in all probability these figures will be ad- 
vanced shortly. No estimates are made for 
future delivery and any already made are 
likely to be withdrawn atany time. The 
situation is mush more satisfactory for im- 
porters than ever before, plate glass being 
one of the few articles not yet participating 
in the general “boom.” 

Liquid paints have 
growing firmer in price. The demand is 
large, and constantly increasing. By 
keeping up the quality a very large busi- 
ness will be firmly established, 

Window glass—Large orders are being 
received, principally from the west. There 
has been some talk of changing the list 
price, but up to the present time no agree- 
ment has been made, and probably nothing 
will be done forsome months. American 
glass has been advanced from 50 and 
10 to 50@50 and 5 per cent dis- 
count. Imported remains as last 
quoted, 40 and 10 per cent 
@50 on single, according to sizes, and 60 
per cent on double. At the meeting of the 
Glass Association, held in New York, the 
following resolution was adopted: ‘On 
account of the inereased cost of running in 
warm weather, we will make no glass 
during the months of, July and August 
next, and give this ample notice, that cus- 
tomers may enter their orders, in time to 
secure a supply until autumn.”

‘TUESDAY Eve,, Feb. 3, 1880. 

There has continued to be a good trade 
all through the week and the demand is 
increasing from day to day. This has the 
effect of giving a steady look to the market 
and but few changes are noted in frices, 
which as a rule are very firm. A few arti- 
cles have advanced owing to news of high- 
er quotations from abroad and _ this 
led to some speculative purchases, but 
the close is quiet again with the advanced 
figures well sustained. The foreign mar- 
kets continue to rule very firm for all des- 
criptions of goods, and full prices have to 
be paid for any orders that may be sent 
over. 

Opium. 

Opium has been excited during the week, 
and considerable speculation is reported. 
The activity was caused by late cables from 
Smyrna confirming the previous reports of 
injury to the growing crop. This 
led to business here, and _ sales 
resales were made to the extent 
of 150 — cases, most of which 
has gone into the hands of a dealer. 
We also heard of 10 cs old at $4; 1 cs new 
at $4 25in bond, and 3 cs duty paid at 
$5 25. To-day the market is ruling very 
firm, and we do not hear of anything to be 
had below $5 25, with some quoting $5371¢ 
for new crop. The London quotation for 
ordinary is 188 6d, which is equal to 
$5 621¢ laid down here. 

Morphine, in sympathy with opium, 
has been in active demand and the market 
excited. Reports from abroad received 
last week were to the effect that the 
market had been cleared of all availa- 
ble stock. This affectedthe market 
here and _ considerable business was 
done. Manufacturers are not offering 
at the moment, and for prices from out- 
side $4 25 is the lowest that we hear 
quoted, and some are not willing to offer 
oven at this. 

Quinine 

Quinine continues to rule steady in price 
for American and manufacturers are still 
quoting $3 without offer, while from out- 
side holder: $3 05@3 10 are the best fig- 
ures that we hear named. For foreign 
brands there is an easier feeling, with 
rather less inquiry, and $2 90 would readi- 
ly be accepted for either French or Ger- 
man, though some sales are reported at 
$2 95. To-day there has been a parcel of 
German offered at $2 87!¢ without finding 
buyer, and a cash offer at a 
lower figure would have been accept- 
ed.

The Philadelphia Drug Exchange. 

The Drug Exchange of Philadelphia 
held its annual meeting on Tuesday 
last, Mr. H. B. Rosengarten in the 
chair. The annual report, which was 
read by the Secretary H.C. McIlvaine 
was a compendium of the year’s work 
by the main association and its sev- 
eral committees. The membership 
had been decreased in 1879 by nine 
resignations and two deaths while 
one new member was added to the 
list. The deceased members were Mr. 
A. Browning, of the firm of Browning 
Brothers. and Mr. T Twining of the 
firm of Twining & Scheidt. Relative 
to work on legis'ation the report said: 

On the Ist of February, 1579, a spe- 
cial meeting of the board was held to 
take action upona!il then before 
the State Legi-lature requiring deal- 
ers ia proprietary medicines to take 
out a special license. A committee 
was appointed to prepare an address 
deprecating any such action on the 
part of the Legislature. Since then 
nothing further has been heard re 
gardiog the matter. 

In October last a special meeting 
wus held to take action regarding a 
communication from the chairman of 
the Committee on Drug Adulteration 
of the National Board of Health. A 
committee was appvinted, which, af- 
ter several meetings,and a careful ex- 
aminetion of the subject preoared a 
lengthy report. It stated that after 
careful investigation of the subjeet 
the conclusion was reached that such 
adulteration was of liwited extent, 
but that were the evi! so great as 
seemed to be apprzleuccd, it would 
be almost impossible to correct it by 
legislation. The question was review- 
ed at length and the belief reiterated 
that the importance of the matter was 
greatly overestimated. 

The report ended with a reference in de- 
tail to the most important event of the 
year to the trade, the repeal by Congress of 
the duty on quinine and all salts of qui- 
nine; that repeal went into immediate 
effect. The report stated that the result ot 
this action was a great loss to the manufac- 
turers and wholesale dealers in this coun- 
try, with scarcely any benefit to consumers, 
The large importation of the foreign article 
has merely had the effect of reducing the 
quantity manufactured here. 

The report stated that the effect of the 
repeal was the almost complete cessation of 
the production in the American manufac- 
tories for the last three months of 1879. 
The accumulation of bark in the hands ot 
importers, the loss of employment by the 
workmen engaged in this branch of manu- 
facture, and the increased firmness in Eu- 
ropean prices, are the outgrowth of the 
the repeal of the tariff on this drug. The 
trade is also threatened with a similarly 
disastrous legislative aciion in the passage 
of a bill introduced soon after the com- 
mencement of the present session, the ob- 
ject of which is to admit free of duty 
‘all kinds of medicinal preparations, 
however made, of whatever com- 
pounds,” and the Exchange urged its 
members to make a most earnest pro 
test against any hasty and ill-consid- 
ered action in this matter, and to de- 
mand that a hear’ng be accorded the 
trade 

The report was adopted. 

Mr. A. H. Jones called the attention 
of the Exchange to a proposition te 
secure the removal of the stamp tax 
on medicines, and supported his argu-

mains in obeyance, and seems likely 
to remain so until the market condi- 
tions as to other sources of supply un- 
dergo notable change. 

No remarkable departure has for 
some time Leen made from the estab- 
lished practice of suiphur refining, 
save that alew years agothe exten- 
sive use of flowers of sulphur in com- 
bating vine disease led to such regula: 
tion of the temperature of the distill- 
ing chambers as enabled a larger 
share than before of the product to be 
collected in this the sablimed form. 

ACIDS. 

Sulphuric Acid.—The scale upon 
which this fundamental reagent of the 
manufacturing chemist is made coa- 
tinues t» increase. and there is ob- 
servable an increasing tendency to 
connect its production with other in- 
dustries, so as to secure, when not 
otherwise obtainable, a saving of the 
heavy charges for transportation of 
so destructive a material 

It is but forty years tince the first 
decided inducement to substitute py- 
rites for native sulphur in this manu- 
facture was given by the threatened 
scarcity of the latter. due to the grant 
of a monopoly of Sicilian sulphur to 
a Marseilles house; but within this 
time, and especially the last few 
years, the extension of the use of py- 
rites has been so great that now seven 
or eight tons of acid are now made 
with itfor one wade from free sul- 
pbur. This change has been partly 
aided by notable improvements in 
the kilns for burning pyrites, but 
largely also by the esonomy effected 
by metallurgic treatment of the burnt 
residue. Beginning with the saving 
of copper from cupriferous pyrites 
(like that so abundantly found in 
Spain and Portugal), to poor in this 
metal to be treated solely as one of 

its ores, by methods which have al- 
ready been alluded to in this paper, 
means have since been found for ob- 
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taining alsothe relatively very mi- 
nute quantities of silver and gold 
often found present. and still more 
recently the burning off of sulphur in 
the kilns has been so far improved 
that the residue of ferric oxide may be 
smelted into pig iron of very fair 
quality. Besides pyrites, the sul- 
phides of lead. zinc, and other metals, 
and the sulphur of Laming’s mixture 
from coal gas works, have besn used 
but to a very limited extent only. 


As regards the mode of preparing 
and introducing inio the at paratus 
the nitric acid vapor needed in the 
production of sulphuric acid, English 
and Continental practice differ in Ku- 
rope; in France and Germany, liquid 
nitric acid, prepared by a separate 
distillation, is preferred, wit” a suit 
able drip contrivance forre ulating 
its flow, while in England “‘niter pots” 
are in general use, heated by ue ga3- 
eous current from the sulphur or py- 
rites burners, and adding tu 'his cur- 
rent directly nitric acid vapor. It 
may seem worth considering whether 
such addition in the state of vapor 
might not better be made from small 
external stills of iron or stoneware, 
delivering their product into the rear 
part of the sulphur burner or into the 
flue leading therefrom, but heated 
separately, perhaps by steam jacket- 
ing of suitable temperature, and thus 
admitting of independent regulation 
of temperature. 

With a view to determiniug the best 
shape and sizo for the leaden cham- 
bers, about which there is still much 
difference of opinion, it is greatly to 
be desired that systematic observa- 
tions, and as far as opportunity may 
offer experiments, be made upon the 
scale of actual practive. In the work- 
ing of the chambers, probably the 
most valuable novelty has been the 
introduction ‘by Sprengel, instead of 
jets of steam, of co!d water injected 
as spray by the aid of a little steam, 
thus enabling the supply of the nec- 
essary amount of water to be coun- 
bined with the nice regulation of tem- 
perature. 

Great interest attaches to the com- 
paratively new “Glover tower” which 
is replacing the old form of de-nitrat- 
ing tower of Gay Lussac’s well-known 
contrivance for saving nitrous gases. 
In the origiual arrangement, the cur- 
rent of gases from the pyrites kilns 
often required to be cooled before 
reaching the leaden chambers or the 
de-nitrating tower while in the latter 
the nitrous gases were liberated from 
the strong acid, brought from the ab- 
sorbing tower, by meaus of steam or 
hot water. thus diluting this acid so 
far ag to unfit it for immediate use 
again as absorbent. In the upper 
part of the Glover tower, weak acid 
from the leaden chambers and strong 
nitrated acid are allowed to mix, thus 
liberating the nitrous gases, while in 
the lower part of the same tower the 
acid encounters the hot gases from 
the pyrites kilns, and the transfer of 
heat from the latter to the former ac- 
complisies the double purpose of 
cooling suitably the gases and concen. 
trating the acid to such a strength 
that it can be used over again in the 
absorbing tower or utilized as part of 
the final product. : 

In the transfer of acids from place to 
place in the works improvements have been 
effected in the pumps, partly of stoneware 
capable of resisting the action of the acid, 
partly bringing to bear compressed air, so 
that the working parts need not be ex- 
posed to contact with the corrosive liquid. 
Not only in this relation, but in a multi- 
tude of chemical processes upon the large 
scale, the command of hard stoneware, 
cheap and withstanding well both high 
temperatures and energetic chemical re- 
agents, is an advantage of the present day 
comparable with the improved glass and 
porcalain which our laboratories of research 
are so well provided with.
